THAT  trie  preceding  conrtitution  f>e  laid  before 
the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afiembled,  and 
thatitistneopinionof  this  Coovenron,  that  it  fhould 
afterwards  be  fuhmitted  to  a  Convention  of  de'egates, 
Chofen  in  each  ftatebyrhe  people,  under  tiie  lecom- 
picndationof  its  legiil  tine,  For  their  ofTent  and  ra- 
ti icarion;  and  that  each  Convention  adorning  to  and 
ratifying  the  fame,  fliall  give  ncticethereof  to  theU- 
jlited  States  in  Congrefs afiembled. 

Re  'olved,  That  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conven- 
tion, that  as  foon  as  the  Convention*  of  nine  (late* 
fta'l  have  ratified  this  conflitution!  the  united  dates 
in  corgrefs  afiembled  flicuid  fix  a  day  on  whichele« 
to  s  fhould  be  appointed  by  the  dates  which  fhall 
have  ratified  thefarre,  and  a  day  on  which  the  efee- 
to  s  fhoiild  a'remb'c  to  vote  for  the  Prefident,  and 
the  time  and  place  lor  comir.e  cmg proceedings  under 
this  conftitution.  That  aftei  fuch  publication  the  e- 
leclor<  fhould  be  appointed,  and  the  fenators  and  ie- 
tore  vntatives  defied:  That  the  electors  fliould  meet 
on  the  day  rixel  for  the  election  of  prefident,  and 
thui.M  tunfmit  their  votes  ce>  tifierd,  fighed,  ealed, 
ai  d  directed  as  the  conflitution  require;,  to  the  fe- 
creury  of  the  uni'ed  dues  in  congrefs  afTembled, 
th  at  the  fenators  an!  representatives  fhould  convene  at 
thotmie  and  place  iffistied  ;  that  tne  fenators  fhould  ap- 
point a  prefident  of  the  fenatB,  for  the  Tote  purpole 
of  receiving,  opening,  and  counting  the  votes  for 
preli  lent ;  and,  'hat  after  he  (hall  be  chofen,  the  Con- 
it  cf*.  toce  her  >-  ith  ;hc  : ,.  :i  x-,i.  fl-ould,  without 
deli;,  proceed  to  execute  this  conftitun'on

Sir, 

^VTE  have  now  the  honour  to  fubmittotheconfide- 
Vr  ration  of  the  united  dates  in  Congiefs  afllmbled 
that  conftit.ilion  whLh  has  appeared  to  us  the  raoft 
ad  v  liable. 

.  The  friends  of  ourcountiy  havelong  feen  and  de- 
Crcd,  that  ti  c  power  of  making  war,  peace,  and 
t.i  t  es,  that  of  levying  money  and  regulating  com- 
Hcice,  and  the  conefpondent  executive  and  judicial 
authorities  fhould  be  fully  and  effeftually  vededin 
the  gene-al  government  of  the  union:  but  the  impro- 
priety of  delegating  fuch  extenfive  trudto  one  body 
ml  men  is  evident ;  heme  tefults  the  neceflity  of  a 
different  orgamzuion. 

It  is  oovioufly  impracticable  in  the  federal  govern- 
ment of  thefe  dates,  to  i ecu re  all  rights  of  indepen- 
dent fovereignty  toeach,  and  yet  to  provide  for  the  in- 
to ed  and  fafety  of  all -  individuals  entering  into  fo- 
eiety,  mud  giveupa  fhaic  Of  liberty  to  preferve  tbe 
led.  Thc.magnitude  of  the  facrificcmuft  depend  as 
*'ell  on  firuation  and  circumdancc,  as  on  the  object 
|b  beobtained.  It  (s  at  all  times  difficult  todraw  with 
j»e  ihm  tie  line  between  thole  rights  which  mud  be 
furcnueicd,  and  thole  which  may  berefervtd;  and 
on  the  piefent  occi.fien  rhis  difficulty  was  incieaied 
fcy  a  difference  amor,",  the  fever  al  dates  as  to  their  fi- 
tualio;i,  extent,  habits,  and  particular  interefts. 

Jnallourdcliberationson  this  fubject  we  kept  ftea- 
dilyin  cur  view,  that  which  appears  the  cheated  in- 
tend of  eveiy  true  American,  the  consolidation  of 
our  union,  in  which  is  involved  our  ptofperity,  fe- 
licity, fafcty,  prehaps  our  national  exidence..  This 
important  confederation,  feiioufly  and  deeply  impref- 
fed  on  our  minds,  led  each  date  in  convention  to  he 
lefs  rigid  on  points  of  inferior  magnitude,  than  night 
have  been  otherwife  expefted  ;  and  thus  the  confti- 
tution, which  we  now  pte'ent,  is  the  refute  ofafpi- 
iit  of  amity,  and  of  th3t  mutual  deference  and  con- 
'  ccflion  which  the  peculiarity  of  our  political  lituation 
tendered  indifpenfible 

Thatit  wilt  meet  the  full  and  entir«  approbation 


of  every  date  is  not  perhaps  to  be  cxpccled  ;  hut  each 
will  doubtlcfs  confider,  that  had  her  inteiefts  been 
alone  ccmful'ed,  the  conferences  might  have  been 
particularly  difagreeable  or  injurious  to  otheis;  that 
it  is  liable  to  as  few  exceptions  as  could  reafonably 
have  been  expefled;  we  hope  and  believe;  that  it 
may  promote  the  lading  weifaiecf  that  country  fo 
dear  to  us  all,  and  fecure  her  freedom  and  happinefs, 
U  ourmoa  IrtftntVtlh.

|3  E  it  ordained  by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  af- 
I  J*  fcmbled,  that  the  faid  territory,  for  the  purpofes 
of  temporary  government,  be  one  diftrict)  fubieft, 
howi;ver  to  be.  div  ided  into  two  diftrifts,  asiuture  cit- 
cumftances  may,  in  the  opinion  of  Congrefs,  mal  e  it 
expedient.  ...... 

Beit  ordained  by  the  authority  aforcfaid,  Thatthi- 
edates  of  both  refident  and  floit-ntQdent  proprietors 
in  ihe  faid  te.ritory,  dying  intedate,  lha',1  defcendro 
and  b'idiftributed among  their  children,  and  the.  de- 
fendants of  a  deceafed  cbild  or  grand  child,  to- take 
the  fha.e  of  (heir  deceafed  parent  in  equal  parts  among 
them  1  and  wheie  thei  e  (hall  be  no  children  or  defend- 
ants-, then  ine.jual  parts  to  the.  next  of  kiiv  in  equat 
decree;  and *raong  collaterals, '.hechildien of  a  de- 
ceafed biother  or  fifter  of  the  jntedatc,  fhallhaveiu 
equal  paits  among  them  their  dec&afed  parents  fharc ;

and  attcded  by  two  witnelTes,  provided  fuch  Wilis  be 
duly  proved,  and  fuch  conveyancer,  be  acknowledged, 
or  theexecution  thereof  be  duly  proved,  a.nd  be  record 
ed  wiihh  one  year  after  propet  magiftmes,  cpurti,  and 
regideisfhali  be  appointed  for  th.-^t  purpofe  ;  and  per? 
fonal  property  may  be  transferred  by  deliveiy,.favingi 
however,  to  the  f  ranch  and  Canadian  inhabitants,  and
